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FOHSWOKD 


The  Io;^a,  Crop  and  Livestcck  Reijortrng  Sei-vice  is  the  lo^^a  unit  of 
a  nation- vfide  organization  which  is  entrusted  ^^'ith  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  (jf  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  ^.dth  the  Agricultural  'larketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  S'^rvice 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  simmarj,''  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time^     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from,  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Forman  Y.  Strand, 
State- ^'dde  YJork  Projects  Admini stra.tion  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  "Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a.  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the    iat3rial  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa.  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  lilxperiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  da.ta  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  da:,ta  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

IOWA  AGRI CUT.TmAL  STATISTICS  -  0' "SRI SIT  COUNTY 

O'Brien  CoiJinty,  originally  a  part  of  the  old  Fayette  region,  wan  es- 
talDlished  by  a  Legislative  Act  or.  Januar-/  I5,  ISSI.     Together  with  ten 
other  counties  of  northwest  lowc;  it  vras  attached  to  Wahkaw  (later  "-ood- 
"oVlTy)  Co-onty  for  judicial  and  tar.  adraini strati ve  purjioses.     It  was  named 
in  honor  of  'Tilliam  Smith  O'Erien,  an  early  Irish  statesman  and  patriot. 

The  first  settler  of  record  was  Hannibal  House  Waterman  of  New  York. 
He  lived  in  Bremer  County  for  several  years  and  then  came  to  O'Brien  Coun- 
ty.    On  July  11,  1256  he  took  up  a  claim  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the 
county,  near  the  Little  Sioux  River.  Ij' 

In  the  very  e?rly  days  of  O'Brien  Coimty  Indian  troubles  vrere  a  ser- 
ious deterrent  to  population  increa.ses.     In  I86O,  -rhen  the  county  was 
separately  organized,  the  white  population  was  o  and  had  increased  to  only 
30  in  I805.    After  IS65  population  made  a  substantial  gain  and  the  advent 
of  a  railroad  from  St.  Paul  to  Sioiuc  City  in  IS72  further  enhanced  the 
desirability  of  O'Brien  Comity  as  a  place  to  live  and  work.     By  1280  the 
population  ^as  U,155«     ^  grasshopr)er  infestcution  from  1873  to  ISJ^  added 
to  the  hardships  of  the  early  settlers.  2/ 

In  I80O  the  county  seat  was  O'Brien  but  in  1872  it  was  moved  to 
Primghar,  which  name  was  composed  of  the  first  letters  of  the  names  of  the 
county  commissioners.     Unsuccessful,  attempts  i"ere  later  made  to  move  the 
county  seat  of  government  from  Primghar.  3/ 

Area 

O'Brien  County  is  2U  miles  square  aaid  has  sixteen  tomshins,  all  of 
which  coincide  with  the  Congressional  tcmships .     Its  total  area  is  5^9 
square  miles,  h/  or  ^G^,l60  acres.     Of  this  number  353)96l  a,cres  are  in 
farms.  5/     ^'ts  rank  in  size  is  3^^^^        ^^^^  State — Boone,  Hardin,  and 
Jones  Counties  having  the  same  area. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  O'Brien  County  he.ve  been  grouped  into  four  classes  ac- 
cording to  their  location  a.nd  origin;  naxiely,   dxift-,  loess,  terrace  and 
swamp  and  bottom  land.     The  drift  soils  comprit^.e  lb. 7  per  cent  of  the  en- 
tire surface  and  are  divided  into  the  C'J.arion  loam,   steep  phase  and  Clarion 
silt  loam.--10.1  per  cent,   the  Carrington  silt  loam. —  3*3  P®^  cent,  the  ^Je'b- 
ster  silty  clay  loam--3.2  per  cent  a.xid  the  Dickinson  fine  sandy  loam — 0.1 
per  cent.     The  loess  soils  take  up  72.8  per  cent  of  the  total  area  and  are 
divided  into  two  classes,  the  I'iarshall  silt  loram  and  the  "Marshall  silt 
loam,  flat  phase.     The  terrace  soil  in  this  county  is  negligible,  compris-

ing  only  3 "2  per  cent.     The  largest  tjq^e  of  this  class  is  ths  Pa.rgo — 1.7 
per  cent.     The  si7amp  and  bottom  land  soils  cover  7«3  P'^^  cent  a-nd  are 
divided  into  the  Wabash  loam  and  the  Tfabash  silt  loam-- both  having  l.U  per 
cent  and  the  Lamo^ore  silty  clay  loam  and  the  Lamoure  loarn--both  having  5*9 
per  cent .  6/ 

Topogro-phy 

Most  of  the  surface  of  O'Brien  County  is  level  to  undulating.  There 
is  a  small  amount  of  strongly  rolling  to  steep,  hilly  terrain  but  it  is 
found  only  along  the  larger  strea.ms  aiid  main  drainageways . 

In  the  northwestern  part  along  the  Floyd  and  Little  Floyd  Rivers  the 
land  is  rough  and  hilly,  vfhile,  in  the  southern  and  eastern  parts  of  the 
county  the  courses  of  the  Little  Sioux,  Waterman  and  Mill  Creeks  are  deep 
and  gorge-like  with  narrov/  valleys  ;v.nd  uplands  rising  abruptly  from  them. 
The  drainage  is  fairly  good,  being  taken  care  of  by  these  creeks  and.  rivers 
together  '^rith  the  Ocheyedan  River  in  the  extreme  northeast.  7./ 

Clims.te 

The  10  year  (1930-1939)  average  temperature  of  the  county  was 
degrees  Sj  and  the  36  year  (lS95"1930)  avera^'e  rainfall  was  2g.U  inches.  9/ 
The  mean  growing  season  between  the  I9  year  (1912-I93O)  average  dates  of 
May  10  and  October  1  is  da.ys  in  length. 

Population 

The  population  of  O'Brien  County,  a.ccording  to  the  Federal  Census  of 
1930,  i^as  18,U09,  showing  a  density  of  3^  psr  square  mile  as  compared  to 
the  State  avera,ge  of  UU.

In  1930,  8,779  of  the  total  pomlation  of  O'Brien  Countj^  were  of  foreign 
"born  or  native  v^hite  of  foreign  TDorn  or  mixed  parentage,  about  hSfo  of  the 
whole.     Of  this  number  U,013  were  of  G-eiTnan  descent,  2,393  of  Holland  Du.tch, 
300  ea.ch  of  Swedish,  Danish  and  Tlorwegian  and  200  each  of  Scotch  and  Irish 
descent.  jMJ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  nine  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — one  creamery,  one  petroleum  plant  and  seven  elevators. 

As  a  vrhole  they  had  2,03^  members  of  which  1,739  were  active,  and 
3,130  persons  did  business  with  the  nine  concerns.     The  selling  coopera- 
tives had  a  business  volume  of  $850,156  and  the  purchasing  coopera.tives 
did  339)4,123  worth  of  business.  I5/ 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  com- 
modities for  distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons  and  selling  cooper- 
atives market  farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons. 

?ruit  Production 

O'Brien  County  is  not  important  as  a  fruit  producing  area.     No  fruit 
trees  of  any  consequence  and  but  fevf  grape  vines  were  listed  in  the  early 
census  reports.  16/     Several  thousand  apple  and  plum  trees  were  reported 
in  1909  and  grape  production  reached  5>592  -pounds  in  193^^ — the  highest 
ever  recorded,  IjJ

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn. 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acrea(::e  is  as  fol- 
lows:    (1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(^4-)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production  the  acr--!age  other  than  that  husked  is  'iiilti- 
plied  by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  prod-actions  shovm 
as  husked.     This  ass^umes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actiially  husked. 


In  193^'"         1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimstions  of  corn 
3'ield  on  acreage  not  husked  vrera  made  "b"    the  state  assessors'   office  "be- 
cause it  vras  felt  thc~t  farmers  in  those  je&rs  would  select  their  "best 
acreages  for  husking  ajid  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  iTOUld  have  a  differ 
ent  and  lovrer  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  vras  then  multiplied 
hy  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  v/as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  toi'^nships .     The  tov/nship 
yields  for  these  two  years  then,  are  soi'ae^rhat  high  since  they  are  based  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  to\fmship  vdth  this  3a eld  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shoTO  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  coixnty  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  and  193^  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  rmiltiplied  by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has 
been  assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilisations.     The  county  yield  and  tov/n- 
ship  yields  are  therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  193^»

This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  I936 ,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agriciiltural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  as- 
sessor's figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  21  and  comparison 
vrith  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimte  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
state  farm  assessor's  figures.
